TWO OLD I HIKM 



After a lapse of thirty-seven years 
two old veterans of the Union armv 
met each other in this city last Wed- 
nesday morning: Our fellow-towns- 
man, Silas L. Ashley, Esq., and Col. 
Newton McCann, of Marshall, 111., 
were the gentlemen. They were bos 
om friends in the war, sharing eacl 
other's joys and sorrows, privations, 
and pleasures if, indeed, there were 
any pleasure in the conflict of 1801-5. 
For more than thirty-four years the 
two gentlemen used every effort t« 
find each other, but without success. 
In 1807 Mr. Ashley wrote to a friend 
in Illinois, making inquiry for hjf 
friend. A speedy answer came back 
that Mr. McCann resided in the city 
of Marshall, 111., and was well known 
all over the state as a very popular 
Grand Army man, and holding the of- 
fice of President and Colonel of the 
Veteran Association of the 10th Con- 
gressional district, the membership 
of his district being more than 5,000, 
all told. Mr. Ashley immediately 
communicated with the colonel, and as 
soon as steam power could, it return- 
ed a short letter in reply of only eight 
pages of large sized letter head paper. 
Volumes of letters came thick and 
fast, propounding and answering ques- 
tions as well as many inquiries as to 
the whereaboutsof other old comrades, 
etc. 

The colonel's pleasant visit was 
arranged for at this time by Mr. 
Ashley, who was greatly assisted by 
his daughter, Miss Pearl, who, not on- 
ly earnestly requested the visit, but 
almost commanded her father's old 
friend to put in his appearance in our 
pretty town in this month, and that

The Institute was opened each morn 
ing with a chorus by Mr. M. W. Sneed 
and his choir. Mrs. Win. Johnston pre- 
siding at the organ, devotional exer- 
cisas Jwere further conducted by 
Revs. II. C. Faulconer. L. A. Guthrie 
>r J. B. Miller. By motion of County 
Supt.. and vote of Institute, thechoir 
and janitor were given privilege of 
Institute. The following subjects 
were discussed by the teachers: 
School-management, Reading, Wilt- 
ing, Grammar. Psychology, Geography. 
History, Civil Government.! School Dis- 
cipline, Arithmetic, Physiology and 
Hygiene. Piof. Williams, who can- 
not be surpassed as an instructor, and 
who has the happy habit of saying 
something when he talks, made each 
subject so interesting that each teach- 
er took an active part. This ^inst ruc- 
tion won the esteem of Jthe entire In- 
stitute, who regarded them instruct- 
ive and inspiring.

Resolved, that we are grateful to 
Rev. J. B. Miller, Elder Guthrie and 
Rev. H. CL Faulconer for services ren- 
dered. 

Resolved, that we extend a vote 
of thanks to organist, chorister and 
choir for valuable services aud to the 
citizens who have so hospitably shown 
thiir appellation an! entertained 
the teachers. 

Resolved, that we admire the ac- 
tion of the Supt., in behalf of the col- 
ored schools of Garrard County, as 
well as the great interest manifested 
in our Institute work, and request 
that she be retained in office. 

On Friday before the Institute ad- 
journed, the teachers association was 
organized, and Invited by Mrs. Mattie 
Beazley to meet at her district, Boons 
Creek, t ie secondSaturday in Sei t im- 
ber.

Aluminium seems about at last to 
realize in some degree the high expec- 
tations that were entertained for the 
mptal when it first became possible to 
produce it in sufficient quantities for 
commercial use. says the Chicago Trib- 
une. It was then believed its light- 
ness and its high tensile strength in 
noncorrosi ve alloys would make it dis- 
place even iron. It was known that it 
was the most ahiimkint metal in na- 
ture, every elay hank being a mine, 
and the prediction was made that it 
would' revolutionize the industry of 
the world. The prediction was not 
realized even when the price per 
pound put it upon a parity with every 
useful metal excepting iron. I'ntil 
quite recently it has been used chiefly 
for novelties and then for cooking ves- 
sels. In this last field it has displaced 
copper to some extent, large. y beeause 
of the fact that its salts are nonpoi- 
sonous and the lightness has made it 
popular for military equipment. In 
lethography it has become the usual 
substitute for stone. The new use for 
aluminium and the one which may 
make it of great eommereial value is 
as a substitute for eopper. The ehief 
use of c opp er is for electrical pur- 
poses, and the advaucv in its priee, due 
to the concentration of the copper 
mines of the world in the hands of a 
few interests, has led to experiments 
with aluminium These have been suc- 
cessful. The Iron Age tells of one in- 
stallation in California where more 
than l.jod.iMA) pounds of aluminium 
have been used. Its lower conductivity 
is offset by the fact that much larger 
conductors can be used economically 
than when made with eopper. while 
its lightness and strength are impor- 
tant features. A current of f,o.(K;o volts 
was transmitted without ditliculty 
over aluminium conductors from iiac- 
ramento to San Francisco.

The 
fact that the federal government is 
increasing the area of its forest pre- 
serves largely every year and that 
many state governments are following 
this laudable example suggests the 
ever-widening Mr Id already open to 
students and specialists in the science 
of forestry. It is now generally rec-
